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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1992  was  a  stressful  year  at  best  -  but  we  do  begin  to  see  some  less- 
ening of  the  economic  downturn.  There  was  a  small  increase  in  the 
number  of  property  transactions  throughout  this  past  year,  mostly  in- 
family,  but  indicating  activity. 

Uncollected  taxes  continue  to  be  our  number  one  problem; 
$215,826.14  remain  outstanding  for  1992.  Our  "accounts  receivable" 
are  the  collateral  upon  which  banks  extend  credit.  With  our  poor  record 
of  collection  it  is  very  possible  that  they  will  no  longer  feel  that  we  are  a 
good  risk,  in  fact  we  were  told  that  our  most  recent  loan  must  be  repaid 
by  July  of  this  year.  We  would  strongly  urge  that  all  property  owners 
with  outstanding  balances  make  some  effort  to  secure  financing  in  order 
to  discharge  these  obligations. 

Two  very  urgent  road  situations  were  taken  care  of  this  past  summer. 
Reconstruction,  after  removal  of  damaged  asphalt,  on  the  section  of 
Forest  Lake  Road  from  Page  Road  up  the  hill  past  Steve's  Path  was  un- 
dertaken and  accomplished  by  our  own  road  crew  who  did  a  great  job! 
And  as  much  asphalt  as  we  could  possibly  afford  was  applied  to  Dalton 
Ridge  Road  in  order  to  keep  what  remained  from  sloughing  off  the  side 
of  the  mountain.  The  steep  grade  of  this  road  makes  it  almost  impossi- 
ble to  maintain. 

The  problem  of  ownership  of  our  town  dump  area  surfaced  this  past 
summer  when  the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  required 
proof  thereof,  before  issuing  a  temporary  permit  to  continue  using  the 
location  as  a  transfer  station.  It  develops  that  former  town  authorities 
presumed  that  when  the  B  &  M  Railroad  took  up  the  tracks  on  this  line, 
which  included  the  dump  area,  that  it  had  abandoned  ownership  of  the 
property?  Not  so,  says  the  railroad'  We  now  have  to  acquire  ownership 
in  order  to  complete  the  closing  of  the  landfill  by  whatever  means  will 
cost  the  town  the  least  money.  The  land  is  for  sale  and  the  question  is, 
would  it  be  cheaper  to  buy  it  or  to  go  through  the  courts?  It's  been 
many  many  years  since  the  RR  has  paid  any  taxes  on  this  property  - 
nor  have  they  been  billed,  which  they  say  is  not  their  fault. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  been  notified  that  the  sewer  project  is  closed, 
over,  and  done  with!  Repayment  of  money  borrowed  for  many  years  in 
the  future  is  still  with  us  however.  This  involves  the  original  bond  and 
the  amount  borrowed  from  F.H.A. 

Also,  in  the  near  future,  the  matter  of  a  town  garage  is  of  utmost 
urgency!  We  have  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  machinery 


and  equipment  and  no  place  in  which  to  store  and/or  maintain  it.  Our 
highway  crew  works  under  the  most  primitive  conditions;  no  space, 
poor  light  and  ventilation,  and  no  access  to  water.  We  feel  that  priority 
should  be  given  to  bringing  highway  department  facilities  up  to  the  level 
of  those  of  the  fire  department. 

We  do  have  a  "super"  fire  department  to  which  this  issue  of  the 
Town  Report  is  dedicated.  With  our  well  trained  volunteers  and  under 
the  leadership  of  our  recently  retired  chief  Raymond  Bartlett,  it  has 
been  and  continues  to  be  a  credit  to  our  small  community.  Everyone  ap- 
preciates the  supportive  work  done  in  its  behalf  by  the  very  active  Fire- 
men's Auxiliary. 

We  also  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  many  other  citizens  who  con- 
tribute so  much  to  all  the  active  organizations  in  town.  Dalton  is  a  pretty 
nice  place  to  live!

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  Dalton,  N.H.  on 
Tuesday  the  ninth  day  of  March  next,  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  to  act  upon 
the  itemized  subjects  to  follow.  The  polls  will  be  open  at  11  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  will  close  at  7  P.M.  The  business  meeting  will  be  held 
at  the  Dalton  School  Gymnasium  and  will  be  opened  at  7:00  o'clock  in 
the  evening. 

1 .  To  elect  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  for  1993  as 
prepared  by  the  Selectmen,  and  appropriate  the  amount  therein, 
or  make  changes  thereto. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  confirm  the  provisional  agreement 
between  the  Town  and  Stiles  Fuel  Co.,  inc.  for  the  purchase  of  a 
1976  GMC  10  wheel  dump  truck.  The  purchase  price  is 
$7,000.00.  Previous  rental  fees  of  $2,450.00  (25  hours)  would 
be  credited  to  the  purchase  price,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4,550.00. 
Monthly  payments  of  $500.00  have  been  paid  which  leaves  a 
balance  at  Town  Meeting  time  of  $2,177.33.  Records  have  been 
kept  of  time  the  truck  has  been  in  actual  use,  so  that  if  the  vote  is 
in  the  negative  the  truck  can  be  returned  along  with  rental  monies 
owed  and  the  agreement  vacated. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  use  for  the  eventual 
replacement  and/or  renovation  of  pumps  and  other  equipment  at 
the  pump  station;  such  account  to  be  named  Sewer  Pump 
Renovation  and  Replacement  Fund. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  Twenty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($20,000.00)  and  to  place  it  in  a  Capital  Reserve  account 
to  be  used  toward  future  construction  of  a  town  highway  garage; 
such  account  to  be  named  Town  Garage  Construction  Capital 
Reserve  Fund.  RSA31:4. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Twenty-three  Thousand  dollars  ($23,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of 
a  tank  and  the  painting  of  the  1985  International  fire  truck.

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  town  gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made  to 
the  town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose,  as  permitted  by  RSA 
31:19. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  any  further  action  by  the 
town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property  which  may  be  offered  to  the 
town  for  any  public  purpose,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:95-e.  The 
Selectmen  must  hold  a  public  hearing  before  accepting  any  such 
gift,  and  the  acceptance  shall  not  bind  the  town  to  raise, 
appropriate  or  expend  any  public  funds  for  the  operation, 
maintenance,  repair,  or  replacement  of  any  such  personal 
property. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  collector's  deed.  Such 
conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the 
property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  may  be 
otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA 

80:80. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  accept  the  dedication  of  any  street  shown  on  a  subdivision  plot 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  provided  that  such  street  has 
been  constructed  to  applicable  town  specifications  as  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  agent. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  Library  Trustees  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend  such  gifts  or  grants  from  any  Federal,  State  or 
private  source  without  appropriation  of  the  money  if  authorized  by 
an  annual  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting.  RSA  202-A:4-c. 

14.  Pursuant  to  RSA  80:80,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pass  an 
ordinance  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  sell  perfected  property  tax 
liens  to  outside  buyers  in  order  to  increase  available  cash  flow 
without  borrowing. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sponsor  the  Dalton  Annual  Field 
Days  on  July  23,  24  and  25,  1993  and  further  to  see  if  the  voters 
will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  toward  the 
expenses  of  same.

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  present  "open  bottle" 
ordinance  with  the  following:  "The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  use 
its  judgement  in  granting  permission  for  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages  at  the  Annual  Field  Days  dance  on  the  Saturday  evening 
of  that  town-sponsored  occasion  only.  Annual  application  for  this 
exception  will  be  required;  and  decisions  will  depend  upon 
acceptable  trouble-free  experience  the  preceding  years. 


17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  classifications  of  two 
roads  -  Cabot  Trail  Road  and  Kelso  Ledge  Road  from  Class  V  to 
Class  VI  roads,  subject  to  gates  and  bars,  pursuant  to  RSA 
231:45.  Explanation:  This  will  eliminate  the  need  for  maintenance 
but  will  preserve  the  availability  of  the  road  for  future  development 
in  this  area.  Ballot  vote  requested. 

18.  "That  the  Town  will  return  title  to  and  ownership  of  the  following 
roads  to  Dal  ton  Ridge  Corporation,  roads  originally  constructed  by 
Dalton  Ridge  Corporation  to  facilitate  lot  sales,  which  lots  are  no 
longer  available  due  to  subdivision  revocation: 

Dalton  Ridge  Road  extended 

Kelso  Ledge  Road 

Cabot  Trail  Road"  By  petition. 

19.  Pursuant  to  RSA  41:2-a  the  undersigned  request  that  the 
following  article  be  included  in  the  1993  Town  Warrant  and  that  it 
be  voted  on  by  ballot. 

"Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Town  Tax  Collector 
from  one  year  to  three  (3)  years,  beginning  with  the  term  of  the 
Tax  Collector  to  be  elected  at  next  year's  regular  Town  Meeting?" 
RSA41:2-a. 

20.  Pursuant  to  RSA  41:16-b  the  undersigned  request  that  the 
following  article  be  included  in  the  1993  Town  Warrant  and  that  it 
be  voted  on  by  ballot. 

"Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Town  Clerk  from 
one  year  to  three  (3)  years,  beginning  with  the  term  of  the  Town 
Clerk  to  be  elected  at  next  year's  regular  Town  Meeting?"  RSA 
41:16-b. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  ordinance  concerning 
the  disposal  of  tires  and  refrigerators  at  the  Dalton  Transfer 
Station,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:39,  and  to  designate  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  its  agent  to  implement  same. 

Explanation:  This  is  needed  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  removal  of 
tires,  as  well  as  the  extraction  of  freon  from  refrigerators,  now 
required  by  law,  before  they  can  be  removed  from  facility.  The 
ordinance  will  contain  a  fee  schedule  (RSA  41:9-a),  a  specific 
receiving  day,  (i.e.  the  second  Saturday  of  each  month),  and 
compliance  and  enforcement  procedures. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
as  its  agent  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  at  the  Town  Dump  from 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 
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Explanation:  It  has  been  detennined  that  Dalton  does  not  own  the 
area  which  it  has  used  as  a  landfill  site  since  the  1930's.  Options 
could  include  its  purchase  if  a  reasonable  value  could  be 
established  or  the  Town  could  exercise  other  legal  procedures  to 
acquire  title  to  the  area  whichever  would  be  the  lowest  cost.  We 
are  under  an  EPA  mandate  to  close  the  facility  but  EPA  will  not 
issue  a  permit  to  operate  even  as  a  temporary  transfer  station  until 
we  prove  ownership  of  the  property. 

23.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

The  five  member  NH  Executive  Council  has  its  Constitutional 
authority  in  Articles  60  through  66  in  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution. 
Through  the  many  Legislative  Sessions  much  of  New  Hampshire  law 
includes  the  Council  in  major  decisions  that  are  made  by  the  Governor 
and  top  Executive  Branch  Officials. 

Acting  similar  to  a  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corporation,  the  Council 
by  law  is  called  to  act  upon  requests  from  the  many  executive  branch 
departments  and  divisions.  These  requests  are  reviewed  prior  to 
Governor  and  Council  consideration  by  the  Attomey  General's  Office 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Administrative  Services  to  be  legally  correct 
and  that  proper  funds  are  available.  Generally  all  contracts  with  outside 
state  government  agencies  and  individuals  must  be  approved  by  the 
Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council.  This  brings  to  the 
very  top  of  your  Executive  Branch  an  elected  voice  from  your  area. 

The  entire  Judicial  Branch  of  NH  State  Govemment  is  nominated  by 
the  Governor  and  confirmed  by  the  Council.  This  is  a  very  serious  and 
key  function  of  the  Council.  Judges  are  seated  until  their  70th  birthday! 

The  five  member  Council  by  law  is  now  part  of  the  Ten  Year 
Highway  Plan  for  New  Hampshire  and  must  by  law  hold  hearings  to 
gain  citizen  input  and  information  on  changes  in  the  highway  and 
bridge  system  of  New  Hampshire.  Our  report  is  due  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Transportation  by  June  1,  1993. 

The  Council  also  plays  a  key  role  in  assisting  citizens,  agencies, 
towns,  cities  and  businesses  in  their  relationship  with  new  Hampshire 
State  Govemment.  A  Councilor  is  only  a  phone  call  away  and  stands 
ready  to  assist  in  this  ombudsman  role. 

As  Councilor  for  your  Town  and  area,  I  stand  ready  to  be  of  service.

As  part  of  the  summer  reading  program  volunteers  helped  with  a  float 
entered  in  the  Field  Days  Parade.  Thanks  are  extended  to  Duval  Con- 
struction for  the  loan  of  a  truck  for  the  float.  A  special  thank  you  is  ex- 
tended to  the  Dalton  Elementary  School  for  the  loan  of  over  two- 
hundred  books  for  the  summer  months. 

The  Dalton  School  children  receive  weekly  programs  on  library  skills 
and  stories  from  the  public  library  as  there  are  no  library  services  provid- 
ed at  the  school  for  the  children. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  is  a  group  of  volunteers  who  actively  raise 
money  to  purchase  items  needed  by  the  library  not  available  through 
town  appropriations.  The  Friends  group  has  been  very  generous  and 
very  helpful  and  we  appreciate  their  efforts  as  much  as  we  need  their 
help.  For  the  children  this  year  they  helped  with  the  school  Christmas 
program  by  providing  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Santa  Claus  with  goodies  to  pass 
out.  In  cooperation  with  others  a  Halloween  party  was  held  with  over 
35  children  attending.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  4-H  for  the  Haunted

House;  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  donation;  all  the  volunteers 
and  a  special  thanks  are  extended  to  Ronald  White  for  the  chilling  sto- 
ries told  to  the  children.  As  in  the  past  they  are  busy  with  fundraising  for 
the  library.  Anyone  interested  in  joining  the  Friend's  group  can  stop  by 
the  library  for  details. 

In  1992  the  library  celebrated  its  100th  year  as  a  free  public  library. 
An  open  house  was  held  in  June  with  over  100  people  in  attendance. 
Past  and  present  librarians  were  present  as  well  as  state  library  person- 
nel. Special  appearance  was  made  by  Raymond  Burton  and  Dick  Swett, 
each  of  whom  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  commendation.  Donations 
of  refreshments  were  from  the  Riverside  Grange  and  of  money  from  lo- 
cal organizations  and  citizens.  An  article  was  written  in  the  COOS 
MAGAZINE  by  Charles  Jordan. 

An  Adopt  a  book  program  was  promoted  for  the  purchase  of  NA- 
TURE'S CHILDREN  book  series.  Ten  dollars  adopted  a  book  in  the 
name  of  a  loved  one.  Several  books  are  still  available  for  adoption  for 
the  children's  section;  each  book  depicting  a  different  animal. 

The  support  and  encouragement  of  the  community  has  been  out- 
standing. We  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  patrons  for  their  donated  books, 
magazines,  gifts  and  time  to  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1992 

The  Dalton  Fire  Department  responded  to  10  calls  in  Dalton  in 
1992,  none  of  which  were  severe  fires.  The  department  also  responded 
to  12  mutual  aid  fires,  of  which  three  were  severe.  This  year  there  has 
been  a  welcome  increase  in  training  and  cooperation  of  the  Northern 
Mutual  Aid  Pack. 

In  April  an  army  surplus  1978  Dodge  crew  cab  four  wheel  drive  truck 
was  purchased.  With  a  great  deal  of  volunteer  help  this  vehicle  is  now  in 
service  as  our  forestry  unit. 

New  members  have  brought  the  number  of  firefighters  to  nineteen. 
This  is  very  near  our  goal  of  twenty  active  members.  In  late  November, 
Raymond  Bartlett  stepped  down  after  serving  twenty  years  as  Dalton's 
Fire  Chief.  Raymond  remains  a  very  active  member  of  the  department. 
Allen  Blakslee  was  appointed  as  the  new  chief. 

In  December  of  1992,  the  officers  of  the  department  outlined  a  num- 
ber of  ambitious  goals  for  1993.  The  generous  contributions  and  help 
of  the  Dalton  Firemen's  Auxiliary  combined  with  the  efforts  and  enthu- 
siasm of  our  members  and  officers,  have  placed  most  of  these  goals 
within  our  reach. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Dalton  we  look  forward 
to  serving  the  community  to  the  best  of  our  abilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our  larg- 
est fire  was  in  May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  ap- 
proximately 150  acres  with  a  total  cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The 
N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  other  communities  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  buming  a  total  of  136 
acres.  Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  un- 
known causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire  preven- 
tion. New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or 
bum  or  cause  to  be  bumed  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtainino  a  written  fire  permit 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be 
done."  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine 
of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire  sup- 
pression costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The 
small  average  fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by 
the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our 
trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help  your  Warden  and  fire  depart- 
ment by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kindling  an  open 
fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  to- 
tal of  $20,000  in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items 
and  wildland  suppression  equipment  in  1992.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DALTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  had  a  repeated  decline  in  the  number  of  ap- 
proved subdivisions  as  experienced  last  year  —  with  a  slight  increase  in 
the  acreage  subdivided.  The  Board  approved  five  (5)  subdivisions  with  a 
total  of  135. 04±  acres  being  divided  into  nine  (9)  lots  and  one  (1)  new 
gravel  pit  application. 

Some  Board  Members  attended  seminars  on  Regional  Impact  Law; 
Implementing  the  Shoreline  Protection  Act  and  Legal:  Roads  sponsored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association. 

In  November,  David  Dana  made  a  formal  application  to  the  Planning 
Board  for  major  subdivision  revocation  of  his  Dalton  Ridge  develop- 
ment. The  members  of  the  Board  did  its  utmost  to  convince  Mr.  Dana 
to  reconsider  this  action  due  to  the  long  term  effect  it  could  have  on  any 
future  plans  for  development. 

The  Planning  Board  held  a  Special  Hearing  on  December  18,  1992 
for  Mr.  Dana's  Application  for  Revocation  and  voted  unanimously  to  ac- 
cept it  upon  receipt  of  written  agreement  between  Dalton  Ridge  Corp. 
and  members  of  the  Homeowner's  Assn.  This  agreement,  duly  signed 
and  documented,  would  allow  the  members  all  of  their  previous  rights. 

As  of  this  report,  the  Board  has  not  received  the  final  agreement  as 
requested,  but  when  received  the  Board  will  finalize  the  action  by  filing 
with  the  Registrar  of  Deeds. 

As  in  past  years,  we  invite  anyone  interested  in  the  workings  of  the 
Planning  Board  to  attend  our  open  meetings  held  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Dalton  Town  Hall. 

My  deepest  appreciation  goes  to  my  fellow  Board  members  who 
have  put  many  hours  in  work  sessions,  attended  seminars,  etc.  to  keep 
Dalton's  Planning  Board  on  top  of  New  Hampshire's  ever-changing  reg- 
ulations. My  thanks  to  all  of  you.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


This  year  the  Conservation  Commission  checked  on  logging 
operations  and  helped  guide  people  in  the  right  direction  when  they  had 
a  question  on  what  or  how  to  do  things  with  their  land  pertaining  to 
wetlands. 

As  usual  we  have  ideas  and  hopes  that  are  not  always  in  agreement 
with  the  Selectmen;  like  the  recycling  meeting  June  17,  1992.  Only  14 
people  showed  up  but  all  were  interested  in  and  wanted  to  do  more 
about  recycling.  At  this  meeting  Margi  Seymore  offered  to  do  an 
analysis  of  trash  disposal  options  all  for  free  if  the  Selectmen  would 
request  it  but  they  were  in  opposition  of  the  offer. 

I  also  sent  for  plans  and  asked  for  suggestions  on  different  ways  to 
crush  glass  from  the  High  School  who  would  build  something  for  us  at 
cost. 

A  plastic  recycling  program  was  offered  to  the  town  with  a  $500.00 
start  up  grant  but  this  was  not  pursued. 

We  also  monitored  and  wrote  reports  on  several  gravel  pits  in  town. 

The  Selectmen  reappointed  John  York  to  the  Conservation 
Commission.  Our  present  members  are  Kay  Perry,  Allan  Bean,  Bill 
Thurston  and  Julie  Symonds. 

We  are  always  looking  for  and  desperately  need  more  interested 
people.  Several  of  our  meetings  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  lack  of 
attendance.

Special  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Beryl  Boyle  and  Charley  Packard  for 
making  the  Talent  Show  such  a  treat. 

Our  Parade  was  even  bigger  and  better  than  ever.  A  lot  of  hard  work 
was  put  into  the  great  floats  and  other  entries  that  were  such  a  treat  to 
see.  The  spirit  of  friendly  competition  between  the  entries  gave  our 
Judges  a  real  challenge  in  trying  to  pick  the  winners.  They  also  deserve 
a  special  thank  you  for  their  efforts.  We  are  hopeful  that  people  are  al- 
ready at  work  planning  their  entries  for  1993! 

The  Saturday  night  dance  was  very  poorly  attended,  which  caused  a 
large  portion  of  our  deficit.  This  is  something  that  will  be  discussed  at 
Town  Meeting.  Any  other  events  that  are  of  concem  to  anyone  should 
also  be  addressed  then  or  at  any  one  of  our  meetings.

The  first  fundraising  effort,  the  Valentine's  Day  Dinner  Raffle,  has  al- 
ready started  to  erase  that  deficit  and  this  year's  Committee  is  planning 
other  events  and  see  no  need  for  seeking  any  increase  from  either  the 
participants  or  the  Town's  people.

We  have  applied  procedures  to  test  the  Town  of  Dalton's  compliance

Our  procedures  were 
substantially  less  in  scope  than  an  audit,  the  objective  of  which  is  the 
expression  of  an  opinion  on  the  Town's  compliance  with  the 
requirements  listed  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  Accordingly,  we  do  not 
express  such  an  opinion. 

With  respect  to  the  items  tested,  the  result  of  those  procedures 
disclosed  no  material  instances  of  noncompliance  with  the  requirements 
listed  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  report.  With  respect  to  items  not 
tested,  nothing  came  to  our  attention  that  caused  us  to  believe  that  the 
Town  of  Dalton  had  not  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those 
requirements. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town,  and  State  and  Federal  regulatory  agencies.  This  restriction 
is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.
